Sioux Falls, S. D., August 30, 1937. — 
Dear Anpao Kin: The gifts for the 

Native Clergy Fund had been small 
this year so we supposed the money 
was being held back to be presented at 
Niobrara Convocation, but find that 
was not the case. 

Our Native Clergy Fund is facing a 
very serious situation. Last year, prior 
to Convocation, the chapels sent in 
$439, this year prior to Convocation 
they sent $333, which is a falling off of 
$106. Last year at Convocation they 
brought in $1633, this year the brought 
in $1331, which is a falling off of $302. 
In other words, at this time last year 
we had received for Native Clergy 
Fund $2072. This year we have only 
received $1664, which is a shortage of 
$408. 

By our arrangement with the clergy 
in the field we have to pay them $2175 
this year, which means that over $500 
must be raised within the next four 
months. , 

I enclose a statement showing what 
was paid at Convocation and what was 
paid prior to Convocation, s o each res- 
ervation may see its responsibility. 
There are two items which must have 
our whole hearted support, — one is the 
Church N. W. C. which supplies us with 
funds with which we carry on, and the 
other is the Native Clergy, who are 
actively engaged in this work.
